their information we will state that sar- 
dines, anchovies, prepared mustard, syr- 
ups in bottles, jams, jellies, meat and fish 
sauces of different kinds, colognes, per- 
fumes, cosmetics, and all articles named 
in ‘*Schedule C., Stamp Duties,’’ as 
amended by the act of March, 1867, are li- 
able to stamp duties, whether made in the 
United States or imported. The stamp 
must be fixed on each article offered or ex- 
posed forsale. An article is offered or ex- 
posed for sale when placed on the shelves, 
counter or inthe show case of the dealer. 
Parties selling imported articles of the 
kind mentioned, must affix and cancel ap- 
propriate stamps, such articles being sub- 
ject tothe like stamp tax with domestic 
manufactures. Where the importer sells 
in the original packages—i. e.—those fur- 
nished by the original manufacturer or 
producer, and not the package which the 
retailer sells to a customer, he need not 

break open such packages and stamp Such 
article, but may sell the same in the orig- 

inal package, case or box, and the dealer 
who breaks a package to sell in single ar- 

ticle must affix and cancel stamps. The 

absence of stamps in such case is prima 

facie evidenee of fraud. Every dealer is 

regarded as a manufacturer, and is liable 

to all the penalties of for selling, re- 

moving, exposing or offering for sale such 

articles without proper stamps, $e 

The penalty is $50 for each ‘offenas, O1ie~ 
half to the informer. Canned fruits, veg- 
etablesyoysters, dry mastard, olives, ca- 
pers, pickles, cooking essences and ex- 
tracts are exempt from tax. ‘But all es- 
sences, extracts, toilet waters, cosmetics, 
bay rum, Floridg, Water, nair oils, pom- 
adés, tooth washes, powders and dentifri- 
ces of all kinds, are’subject to stamp du- 
Ly, as also every box, bottle, phial or other 
inclosures, containing any pills, powders, 
tinctures, troches, lozenges, cordials, bit- 
ters, anodynes, tonics, plasters, lina- 
ments, salyes, ointments, yagte, drops, 
waters, spirits, oils or any proprietary 
medicinal preparations whatever. 

Dealers are notified that these duties 
will be strictly enforced, as peyoyye off- 
cers ave giying especial attention to these 
matters, and may save themselyes much 
trouble by complying at once with the 
lay.
